Loxpox, Nov, 28 —[Copyright, ]—The
Gladstonians have won snother “‘moral vie-
tory' in the Fast Dorset election to-day, in
spite of the fact that drunkenness snd cor-
ruption brought about & majority for the
Tory candidate. Stuart, the son of Lord
Arlington, wins by s majority of 847 votes
over the Liberal candidate, while in 1886
the Tory majority over Hume was 655 as
against s Liberal majority of 697 in 1885,
when Glvyn was elected.

The Liberals claim that the registration
has of Iste been entirely meglected in East
Naorset, and that there have been nfany com-
plaints by Liberal workingmen who Have
beem unsble to get their pames on  the vot-
ing list. Nevertheless, some of the best
Liberal speeches of the campaign and some
excelient work have trinmphed over the
ruffianism in public and the intimidstion in
privaie which has made this little borough
& close Tory preserve in past years

A\ Becovery om the lrish Question.

There bas been a general recovery, =o far
&« polities] opinion on the Irish question i
concerned, of the position before 1686. The
loss on registration, organization and by
grueral negiect has nentralized this to some
exteps, and the raising of the temperance
question by Mr. Glyn brought a powerful
factor agminst him. Last night the town
was full of dronken people, and the Liber-
als said their only chrnce of a victorr was
that the rowdy element wounld get too drunk
o vole.

The Tory caueus at Birmingham has been
a most bumorous piece of theatrical hum-
buz. There was no genuine ring about the
performance from €=t to last. The discus-
sion in regard to the Irish Government bill
which the Government is pledged to intro-
duce was & beautifully gotten-up perform-
ance. The delegates clamored that the En-
rlish demands were the most pressing, that
the position of the agricultural laborer
required redress, and other English griev-
ences called for adjustment. Therefore Ire-
Innd should wait.

How Protection Beat Free Trade.

The Tories have no seats to lose in Ire-
land; they have plenty to loss in England.
The same taclics were pursned with the
resolution which embodies the protectionist
fges. Although Lord Salisbury had spokén
strougly for free trade the previous might
the protection resolution was carried. Then
Ealishury, speaking again, binted that the
irjustice of the pew tmiff regulations which
told ¢0 hardly upon British eommercial
interests and upon the working elasses
might from the very weight of outside
pressure drive the Government to take some
#teps. 1L was an effort to eatch the votes of
those manufacturers and work people who
wre burt by the McKinley tariff, and who
are sore enough to catch st anything which
promises redress.

The most interesting event st the Tory
pathering, however, was the appearance of
Imard Ealishury snd Joseph Chamberlsin on
the same platform. Chamberlain was ap-
parently carried away by his surroundings,
and threw over his own friends completely.

Chamberiain’s Attack on Gladstone,

HOW LORD LYTTON DIED.

THE FAMED LITERATEUR FPASSCED
AWAY PEN IN HAXND,

He liad Boon Writing Versas All the Morn-
ing—Distinguished FPersonages Attend
the Obseguies at Paris—A Wreath From
Whitelaw Beld.

FRY CABLE TO THE DISPATOM.]

Lowpox, Nov. 28, —The version of the
death of Lord Lytton given the great De
Blowits, “our own enrrespondent” in Paris
of the London Times, is said to be the cor-
reet one, though there scems to be no good
reason why the newspaper stories should
differ. De Blowilz deseribes the event
thus:

“All the morning Lord Lytton had been
writing verees in bed. The morphia taken
to ally the pain had doubtless inflamed his
imagination, and his mental sotivity
seemed hourly increasing. About 4 o’clock,
just as Lady Lytton bad entered the adjoin-
ing room and was taking off her cloak,
Lord Lyiton asked her valet to give
him some carminative, a mixture which
be took to allay pains in the
side. He was continuing to write,
The valet went for the mixture and while
turning to the window to pour out a dose
he heard a slight noise, looked round and
saw Lord Lytton dead. The ink was not
drv on the sheet of paper and the last line
was unfinished. Such a death was charac-
teristie. The poet struck down, pen in
hand, after a morning in which the diplo-
mats had listened to the report of the Em-
bassy Seeretary.™

To-day De Blowitz writes: *“T have had
the melancholy eatisfuction of looking on
the mortal remains of Lord Lytton. The
body lay on a plain iron bedstead, a erown
of lsurels placed at its head. Close at
hand were a few  books, amo:E
them a volume of Tennyson whi
he had been reading in the morning fo Lady
Lytton and the sheet of paper on which he
was writing at the moment of his death., I
have never looked upon a desd face co im-
pressive in its calm. It is that of a man
who has done his work and has entered into
eteruity without fear.™

The fact that Lord Lyiton was reading
Tennvson the morning of his death has
ealled to mind the celebrated” quarrel in
verse between the first Lord Lytton and
the Laureate, and the Fall Mail Garstes has
created some feeling, by republishing
Tennyson’s bitter lines which he never in-
cluded in his works When Tennyson

was placed on the pension list
in 1845 coosiderable jealousy was
aronsed in  cerisin  literary circles

and among the critics of the pension was
Bulwer Lytton, who, in “The New Timon,
a8 Romance of London,” spoke of “School
Miss Alfred.” Tennyson retaliated in
ecornful verses entitled ‘““The New Timon

|

and the Poets,”™ which were published in
Punch, in which he refers to Lytton as “the
padded man who wears the stays. " «

The good-looking young Englishman was

Inspector Frank C. Froest, of Beotland

Yard, and O'Brien was the third American

criminal he had arrcsted this week, the

other two being John MeCormick, who is
with forgery by the Metropolitan

Life Insurance Company, of New York,

and Joseph J. Ashforth, charged with em-

bessling funds from the Royal Arcanum.

Froest wns given the warrants in
the three cases. The first (two
he executed with comparatively little

ty, but O'Brien has kept him busy
for some time, and Detective Reilly, of In-
spector Byrnes' who is over here to
take MeCormack , made matters more
interesting by informing the English detec-
tive that O’Brien was a man who would not
be taken alive, and would sell his life

dearly.
A week the polies learned that
O’Brien was living at. Hotel L’Athenee, in

Paris, but before the French and English
suthorities could combine their forces he
got wind of their intentions aud decamp:
on Tuesday. His capture on Wednesday
was by mere chance. Froest was taking
luncheon in the Gattis restaurant in the
Strand, esrly in theafternoon, with Charles
Hodson, a c{erk in the United States Lega-
tion, who knew @'Brien by sight, when
O'Brien, who had just arrived from Paris,
came across from Charing Crosa station to
get something to eat. Troest enlled him by
name sod p him under arrest.

O'Brien was taken so completely by mur-
prise that he admitted his identity at once,
snd made no effort to escape. ‘“You ean’t
do anything with me, lnPly,"ba sxid.
“The extradition law wasn't in foree when
I made my play.”’ In an hour O’Brien had
sent for Arthur Newton, the celebrated
eriminal lawyer, who will makea fight to
resist extradition. Detective Reilly intends
to take MeCormack back next wee

Still another man was arrested in London
this week in the person of Colonel Lorimer
Graham, who is said to have served during
the Civil War on the Confederate side.
